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Jordan, PLO agree ‘next 
phase’ in joint moves 

Joint delegation begins tour of Arab , 
European capitals to discuss strategy

AMMAN — Jordan and the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) have agreed on 
“the next phase” in joint political moves 
towards solving the Palestinian problem 
after two days of intensive talks here on var- 
ious levels. 


A joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
delegation arrived in Algieis Fri- 
day on die first leg of a tour which 
will indode a number of Arab cap- 
itals to discuss “the next phase of 
joint moves on the Arab and int- 
ernational levels," official sources 
told the Jordan Times. 

The sources, who asked not to 
be named, said the delegation 
which consists of Court Minister 
Adrian Abu Odeh, Foreign Min- 
ister Taher A1 Masri, PLO Exe- 
cutive Committee member Abdul 
Razzak AJ Yahya and Deputy 
Commander of v the PLO forces 
and Fateh Central Committee 
member Khalil Al Wazir, will also 
visit European countries. The sou- 
rces did not rale out a visit by the 


delegation to the Soviet Union. 

The agreement on the future of 
joint political moves was reached 
after a series of meetings between 
His Majesty King Hussein, Prime 
Minis ter Zaid Rifai and PLO Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat and other off- 
icials. 

King Hussein held a closed 
meeting with Mr. Arafat Thursday 
during which the two leaders dis- 
cussed future Jordanian- 
Palestinian moves towards a set- 
tlement to the Pales tinian pro-, 
blem and the situation in the 
Isracli-occupicd territories, PLO 
officials said. 

Mr. Arafat was earlier received- 
by Prime Minister Rifai who rev-' 
iewed with the Pales tinian leader 


“ the overall situation’ ’ in the wake 
of the Feb. 11 accord between 
Jordan and the PLO. 

The Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, said after the three-hour 
meeting that “they agreed on a 
number of steps as a follow-up to 
the accord to be taken on the Arab 
and international levels." 

The meeting was attended by 
Royal Court Chief Marwan Al 
Qasem, Court Minister Adrian 
Abu Odeh, Deputy Prime Min- 
ister and Minister of Education 
Abdul Wahab AJ Majalj, Foreign 
Minister Taher Al Masri and Dir- 
ector of the General Intelligence 
Department Tareq Alaeddin on 
the Jordanian side. On the Pal- 
estinian ride, the meeting was att- 
ended by Mr. Yahya and Fateh 
Central Committee member Hani 
A] Hassan. 

A PLO official, who declined to 
reveal further information, said 
Mr. Arafat- was planning to hold a 
press conference to talk about it at 
the conclusion of his talks in Jor- 
dan. 

Mr. Arafat is scheduled to leave 
A mman Saturday for Baghdad, 
Kuwait and other Arab capitals to 
discuss with leaders there the res- 
ults of his talks in Amman.

Gemayel rallies behind Karami 
demands to end cabinet boycott 


BEIRUT (R) -“ President Amin 
Gemayel’has voiced support for a 
cabinet boycott by Prime Minister 
Rashid Karami, saying he hopes it 
will shock politicians into settling 
conflicts that threaten Lebanon 
with renewed civil war. 

Mr. Gemayel’ s remarks were 
reported Friday, by the press and 
radio reports amid sporadic fig- 
hting in die southern city of-Sidon, 
where 60 people have died in 25 
days of battles involving Falangist 
militiamen, Palestinian fighters 
and their supports and array units. 

The fighting has tied up 
poorly-equipped and thinly- 
spread troops needed to take over 
the 30 0 square kilometre Nab- 
atiyeh area southeast of Sidon, 
evacuated by Israeli troops on 
Thursday (See page 2). 

A token force of 150 soldiers 
with one armoured vehicle who 
readied Nabatiyeh Friday from 
the Sidon area were greeted with 
showers of rice by residents who 
fear their region could be engulfed 
in the Sidon conflict. 

Mr. Karami on Wednesday exp- 
ressed anger at delays in execution 
of cabinet orders for extra -troops 
in Beirut to be equipped with 
armour and sent to stop the fig- 
hting. He said he would attend no 
more cabinet meetings until the 


problem was solved. 

"What tfeeprime' minister ©om- 
plains of is also the subject of 
complaint by the president of the 
republic,” Mr. Gemayel was rep- 
orted to have said. 

He said Mr: Karamfs boycott 
might be "a shock to all and an 
awakening for . them to assume 
responsibility in thesedelicate and 
crucial conditions." 

All Muslim ministers have bac- 
ked the boycott, paralysing the 
year-old “national unity” gov- 
ernment. 

In Sidon, a U.N. relief agency 
said 33,000 of the 60,000 people 
made homeless by the fighting 
were refugees from Palestinian 
camps on the eastern edge of the 
city where the mostly Christian 
Falangist “Lebanese Forces” mil- 
itia is shelling the camps and fig- 
hting army troops and Palestinian 
fighters. 

The U.N. Relief and Works 
Agency (UNRWA) said shelling 
bad cut off its Sidon supply depots 
and forced it to evacuate its office 
for a school outside Sidon, and it 
was getting basic food supplies 
from Beirut to only half the ref- 
ugees. 

The fighting has coincided with

other militias may respond by att- 
acking the Falangists throughout 
south and central Lebanon, inc- 
luding Beirut. 

Politicians say “Lebanese For- 
ces” hardliners around Sidon are 
trying to forge acanton around the 
nearby mostly Christian town of 
Jezrine with Israeli backing.

“Lebanese Forces” leader 
Samir Geagea had been in the 
area for a week trying to end the 
fighting, and local commander 
Nazar Najarian was believed to 
have already left for Beirut a mil- 
itia spokesman told Reuters. 

Israelis to quit Tyre soon 

Meanwhile, a security source 
in Beirut said Israeli troops are 
expected to start dismantling mil- 
itary installations round the port 
city of Tyre this weekend and to 
complete their pullout from the 
region about 10 days later. 


Next battle will spell end of 
Iranian rulers , Iraqis warn 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq’s 
press warned Iran Friday against 
launching a new offensive, and 
one paper said a new attack would 
lead to the downfall of Iran’s rul- 
ers. 

“The next round will not only 
bring an end to the war, but we will 
make it also the end of Iran’s rul- 
ers,” declared Al Thawra, the 
organ of the ruling Arab Baaih 
Party. 

“The (Iranian) army behaves 
like a gambler who lost too much, 
but continues to gamble in the 
hope of recovering his loss. In the 
end he loses everything,” the new- 
spaper said. 

Iraq’s high command said Thu- 
rsday it had evidence the Iranians 
were preparing for a fresh ground 
offensive but that “we have com- 
pleted our preparations to counter 
the offensive and annihilate 
enemy forces." 

Iran mounted a major offensive 
in the southern sector of the war- 
front last month but was later dri- 
ven back. 

The government’s Al Jum- 
huriya staled: “We stress our leg-.- 
itimate right to defend ourselves, 
our country and our people's sec- 
urity with our special means, to 
force the aggressor to succumb to 
die will of peace " . 


Meanwhile, Iran ruled out a set- 
tlement of the war without “pun- 
ishment” of the Iraqi government 
and said it might soon use a 
newly-invented missile. 

President Alt Khamenei told 
thousands of worshippers at the 
weekly Friday open-air prayer 
meeting in Tehran that Iran bad 
two conditions for ending the 
4 16 -year-old war — “the agg- 
ressor must be punished and they 
must pay war reparations”. 

The renewed statement of I- 
ran’s conditions followed spe- 
culation in the West recently dial 
Iran may have softened its dem- 
ands and was no longer seeking 
the downfall of the Iraqi gov- 
ernment. 

Iran’s Majlis (parliament) Spe- 
aker Ali Akbar Hashemi Raf- 
sanjani meanwhile told gov- 
ernment officials Iran had inv- 
ented a new missile which “we 
might use in the next few days.” ‘ 

He said the new invention was 
“very precise" and could be lau- 
nched at the push of a burton, the 
national news agency IRNA rep- 
orted. 

Missiles fired by Iran so far 
were believed to take hours to set 
up for launching, according to dip- 
lomats here. The diplomas say 
Libya was the most likely supplier 


of these missiles but informed Ir- 
anian sources quoted by Reuter . 
said they were assembled in Iran. 

At the United Nations, 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar said Thursday the UN. 
now is the only active channel of 
communication in efforts to end 
the Gulf war. 

“There are other efforts, but I 
think at this stage it is only the 
UJ4. that is working intensely in 
the sense of solving the problem,” 
Mr. Perez de Cuellar, who visited 
both Iran and Iraq last week, told 
a news conference. 

- He urged others that have tried 
to promote a settlement — these 
include the Non-Aligned Mov- 
ement and the Organisation of Isl- 
amic Conference (OIC) — to coo- 
rdinate with the U.N. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar said he 
would report to the Security Cou- 
ncil early next week on his talks 
with the presidents of Iran and 
Iraq and other high officials in 
Tehran and Baghdad last wee- 
kend but would make no rec- 
ommendations for action. 

“Before going to the area, I dis- 
cussed with the parties some ideas,- 
but I have not presented any 
plan," he said in response to a 
report that he had submitted 
eight-point proposals.

Her Majesty Queen Noor starts a 
two-week speaking tour of the 
United States Saturday, saying she 
hopes to expand understanding of 
the Arab World and contribute to 
His Majesty King Hussein’s drive 
for peace in the Middle East.

“stress the importance of the inv- 
olvement of the international 
community, and particularly the 
United States, at this juncture” in 
the Middle East situation. 

“I'll speak more specifically 
than people are accustomed to 
somebody in my position spe- 
aking she said, “but that's bec- 
ause we think that it’s important 
that we do communicate." 

The Queen said she would not 
come as a Jordanian government 
official, “but as a concerned cit- 


Discovery 
blasts off 
into space on 
much-delayed 
mission 

CAPE CANAVERAL. Florida 
(AP) — Space shuttle Discovery 
thundered into orbit Friday, car- 
rying US. Senator Jake Gam 
among its seven-member crew on 
a much-delayed mission that bla- 
sted off with just 55 seconds to 
spare. 

The space plane vaulted off its 
launch pad at 8.59 a.m. Esu ( 1359 
GMT) spewing an awesome 
213-metre tad of fire as it climbed 
swiftly out over the Atlantic 
Ocean and then disappeared from ■ 
view into a heavy cloud layer. 
Nine minutes later, mission con- 
trol reported Discovery was in a 
secure orbit, more than 240 kil- 
ometres up and circling the globe 
at more than 28,800 kilometres 
per hour. 

The mission, the first of two 
shuttle flights this month, got off 
the ground after five pos- 
tponements caused by a number 
of problems — and after a 55- 
minute delay caused by cloudiness 
and by a cargo ship in the area 
where' the booster rockets fall. 

If it had not blasted off by 9 
a.m., it would have been pos- 
tponed again. The launch time was 
based on requirements for putting 
two communications satellites 
into precise orbit. 

The mission, which also inc- 
ludes experiments that could pro- 
duce life-saving drugs, came on 
the fourth anniversary of the first 
shuttle flight, on April 12, 1981. 

Among thousanas viewing the 
blazing departure were more than 
100 people from Utah, Sen. 
Gam’s home state. 

As the shuttle raced into space. 
Sen. Gam’s bodily functions were 1 
monitored by five sensors on his 
head, four on his stomach and 
three on his chest, part of an effort 
to learn more about how the 
human body adapts to wei- 
ghtlessness.

Reagan to send new 
message to Gorbachev 


WASHINGTON (R)— President 
Reagan will send a formal new 
message to Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev on Mr. Reagan's pro- 
posal for a meeting or summit 
between them, U.S. officials said. 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said in Santa Barbara, 
California, where Mr. Reagan is 
on holiday, that “we will be res- 
ponding more formally in due 
course." 

A State Depanmen t official 
said he expected Mr. Reagan 
would send Mr. Gorbachev a Tet- 
ter. 

The official made the comment 
when asked about statements by 
U.S. congressional leaders after 
their meeting with Mr. Gorbachev 
in Moscow Wednesday that the 
Soviet leader wanted a more tho- 
rough outline of Mr. Reagan's 
meeting proposal. 

The official said Secretary of 
State George Shultz met Soviet 
Ambassador Anatoly Dobrynin 
Wednesday night on the proposed 
Reagan-Gorbachev meeting or 


“We have conveyed our ideas to 
the Soviets through diplomatic 
channels,” the official said. "We 
expect that a letter to Mr. Gor- 
bachev will be sent in due course." 

Vice-President George Bush 
said in a television interview Thu- 
rsday that it was more likely that 
Mr. Reagan and Mr. Gorbachev 
would meet informally than hold a 
formal summit. 

Mr. Reagan’s National Security 
Affairs Adviser Robert McF- 
arlane and Mr. Shultz have said 
Mr. Reagan and Mr. Gorbachev 
could meet informally first, pos- 
sibly in connection with a United 
Nations session in October, and 
hold a formal summit later. 

Mr. Shultz was asked during an 
appearance at Princeton Uni- 
versity in New Jersey Thursday if 
the Reagan administration was 
backing away from a summit mee- 
ting. He replied: “We’re not bac- 
king away from anything. 

Former President Jimmy Carter 
has endorsed the idea of an inf- 
ormal meeting between Mr. Rea- 
gan and Mr. Gorbachev 


Geneva negotiators hold 
special plenary session 


GENEVA (R) — U.S. and Soviet 
arms negotiators Friday held a 
plenary session, grouping three 
teams on each side which are wor- 
king to control nuclear and space 
weapons. 

The 95-minute meeting at the 
Soviet mission broke a three-week 
pattern in the new superpower 
talks just 10 days before this 
round ends. The talks started on 
March 12 and will break for a rec- 
ess on April 23. 

The plenary session included 
leaders, deputy leaders and exp- 
erts from teams negotiating on 
intercontinental nuclear missiles, 
medium-range missiles and space 
weapons. 

A U.S. spokesman said about 


50 people took part in the mee- 
ting, and noted the plenary was 
“not part of the normal panera." 

Western diplomats said the Sov- 
iet Union could have asked for the 
session to raise a number of fun- 
damental differences on the con- 
duct of the arms talks. 

U.S. and Soviet negotiators 
have been meeting three times a 
week, with each session devoted 
to one of the three categories. 

The plenary follows a decision 
announced by Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev last week ro freeze 
until November new deployments 
of medium-range missies in Eur- 
ope, mostly triple-warhead SS- 
20s. He called on the U.S. to do 
the same.

AMMAN — A group of UJ>. con- 
gressmen left Amman for Dam- 
ascus Friday after a two-day visit 
to Jordan during which they held 
talks with His Majesty King Hus- 
sein, His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan and other Jor- 
danian leaders. 

The group also met with Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat to 
find oat more about the Feb. 11 
Jordanian-Palestinian accord for 
joint action for Middle East peace. 

In Ms meeting with the seven- 
member delegation headed by Mr. 
David Obey, the King urged the 
United States to bold a dialogue 
with a joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
delegation and stressed the nec- 
essity of “encouraging the PLO to 
join the peace process,* 1 the Jor- 
danian News Agency, Petra, rep- 
orted. 

The King reiterated his call for 
the convening of an international 
Middle East peace conference to be 
held with the participation of afl 
parties involved in the conflict inc- 
luding the PLO, the two sup- 
erpowers and the permanent 
members of the United Nations 
Security Council. 

- He told the delegation that the 
Feb. 11 accord was based on int- 
ernational law, U.N. resolutions 
and the Fez Arab s ummi t res- 
olutions which aim at achieving a 
just and comprehensive peace on 
the principle of exchanging land 
for peace with Israel. 

Mr. Arafat, who arrived here 
Wednesday, received the UJS. 
congressmen at the Guest Palace 
late Thursday night hot no details 
of the two-hour meeting were rev- 
ealed. 

A PLO official who asked not to 
be named said five congressmen 
and three aides took part in the 
meeting “hot only Mr. Obey was 
identified daring the meeting.” 
The other two congressmen did not 
wish to attend, he said. 

Another PLO official said the. 
U.S. delegation was briefed daring' 
the meeting on the PLO’s stance 
vis-a-vis the latest developments in 
the wake of the Feb. 11 agreement. 

Mo hammad Mfl hcm , an exe- 
cutive committee member at the 
PLO, was quoted by the Ass- 
ociated Press as describing the dis- 
cussions as “exploratory" and 
said they did not involve any offers 
in the peace process. 

“They wanted to know what was 
going on... what’s the next move... 
and what do the Palestinians exp- 
ect,” he told the international 
news agency in a telephone int- 
erview. 

The congress delegation avoided 
journalists waiting outside the 
Guest Palace and a gain at their 
hotel Friday morning. 

When the group left, one mem- 
ber, questioned about the talks 
through a car window, told Ren- 
ters: “It was long and interesting. - 
We will talk later.** The group was 
seen leaving the Guest Palace in a 
green mini bus. They met with 
U.S. Ambassador in Amman Paul 
Boeker before leaving for Dam-' 
ascus later in the day. 

In addition to Mr. Obey, the 
Democrat chairman of the House 
of Representatives’ App- 
ropriations Sub-committee mi 
Foreign Operations, the delegation 
included Mathew McHugh

Israeli forces pull out 
of Nabatiyeh Triangle 



Sudan coup was not 
premeditated, daily says 


NABATIYEH, Lebanon (R) —The Isradi army has 
taken another step in Its phased withdrawal from 
Lebanon pulling out its forces from the so-called 
■Nabatiyeh Triangle. 


As rhe last tanks rumbled out of 
a near-deserted Nabatiyeh, hel- 
icopters wheeled overhead, dro- 
pping leaflets warning the pop- 
ulation they would suffer stiff Isr- 
aeli retaliation if guerrilla attacks 
continued. # 

The Nabatiyeh Triangle, a spa- 
rsely .populated 300 square kil- 
ometre pocket of picturesque hill 
country, only makes up three per 
cent of Lebanese territory but has 
been the scene of daily attacks on 
Israeli forces. 

Israel, which at one point occ- 
upied a third of Lebanon, now 
holds about 1 9 per cent, according 
to array figures. Military sources 
said the redeployment Thursday 
along the Litani River placed the 
front line about IS kilometres 
, north of the border. In some pla- 
ces, the line is within five kil- 
ometres. 

The harassment of Israeli forces 


continued until fhe last minute. 
Only hours before the troops left, 
two kacyusha rockets exploded 
near an Israeli outpost but caused 
no casualties. 

“We are delighted to be leaving, 
delighted." the base commander 
told a small group of Israeli-based 
correspondents. 

The pullback — the second 
since Israel in January announced 
it was withdrawing from Lebanon 
— means that some Israeli border 
settlements once again will be wit- 
hin range of commando katyusha 
rackets, military sources said. 

Even so, Israeli Defence Min- 
ister Yitzhak Rabin, who Qew 
here by helicopter to watch the 
operation, denied the withdrawal 
posed an immediate security dan- 
ger for Israel. 

Mr. Rabin told Reuters that Isr- 
ael intended to guarantee its sec- 
urity by establishing a buffer zone 


along its northern frontier man- 
ned mainly by Israeli-backed 
'Lebanese militia. He said there 
would be no permanent Israeli 
army presence in the proposed 
security zone. 

Israel made no attempt to coo- 
rdinate its withdrawal Thursday 
with the Lebanese army or any of 
Lebanon's factions, Mr. Rabin 


Israel invaded Lebanon in June 
19S2 with the declared aim of dri- 
ving Palestinian, commandos out 
of rocket range' and at one stage 
said it hoped it would be able to 
arrange a peaceful handover of 
territory it occupied. 

Mr. Rabin said it was not Isr- 
ael's fault this had failed. “I am 
afraid it is the tragedy of Leb- 
anon," he said. 

The Nabatiyeh Triangle, str- 
etching northward from the Litani 
River, has an overwhelmingly 
Shi’ite population of 60,000 to 
70,000, but many have fled the'

Weizman arrives' in Egypt on Monday 


Nabatiyeh inhabitants greet Israeli 
pullout with mingled relief, fear 


NABATIYEH, Lebanon (R) — 
Inhabitants of this South Leb- 
anese town greeted the sudden 
departure of Israeli troops Thu- 
rsday with mingled relief and fear. 

Crowds gathered after the last 
troop carriers rumbled south, 
some happily waving red- 
and- white Lebanese flags. Cars 
raced along country roads with 
horns blaring, flags waving. 

But most people in Nabatiyeh 
milled about the main street, app- 
arently dazed and uncertain about 
the immediate future. 

There was no outburst of joy 
celebrating the end of the 35- 
month occupation, nor the fre- 
nzied jubilation that greeted Isr- 
ael's departure from the southern 
city of Sidon in February. 

This time, no Lebanese army 
troops entered -behind the dep- 
arting Israelis to ensure order. The 
army is pinned down in Sidon, 25 
kilometres north west, where fac- 
tional fighting has raged for the 
past three weeks. ■ 

“ We fear that the spark in Sidon 
may spread and crush all peace in 
Lebanon," Nabatiyeh’s Shiite 
Muslim Sheikh Abdul Hussein A1 
Sadek told Reuters as town not- 
ables met hurriedly to discuss 
ways of keeping the peace. 

Representatives of Nabatiyeh's 
small Christian minority were at 
the meeting. Christians and Mus- 
lims said they had always lived in 
peace and wanted the army to 
guard the town from being drawn 
into sectarian conflict. 

“We want to ensure equality for 
Christians and Muslims. We will 
ban all armed men from the town, 
and all attacks on the Israelis from 
liberated territory," a Muslim 
spokesman said. 


“Only the Lebanese army sho- 
uld keep order here. We are wai- 
ting for the army". 

But Nabatiyeh and 30 villages 
in a 300 square kilometre area the 
Israelis evacuated Thursday app- 
eared to have been left in a vac- 
uum, with no central authority to 
keep order. 

There were no troop mov-' 
ements on the road from Beirut 
and Sidon, and no word that the 
government had ordered army 
units into the area. 

Despite the evacuation, the reg- 
ion is still in the shadow of the 
Israeli array, now poised along the 
Litani River with its nearest out- 
post a village south of Nabatiyeh. 

“I think they will come back if 
anything happens,” said sho- 
powner Bashir Mokadden. "They* 
are only four kilometres away." 

Nabatiyeh was a centre of res- 
istance to the Israelis but no inh- 
abitants bore arms Thursday. The 
only guns seen were carried by 
bodyguards of an official of the 
Shi*. ite Amal militia who arrived to 
tour the town. 

Sheikh Sadek said Amal was 
strong in nearby villages, but not 
in Nabatiyeh. 

He said half the 40,000 inh- 
abitants had fled Nabatiyeh in 
recent weeks because of inc- 
reasingly tough security measures 
by the Israelii and their Lebanese 
militia allies. 

He said militiamen shot np the- 
town every night: “I left my house 
because it was badly shot np. They 
also began shooting during day- 
time recently." Ballet holes sho- 
wed on almost every wall in the 
town. 

“We didn't dare watch as the 
Israelis left because they 


.machine-gun everything when 
they move," said one inhabitant 

At a new roadblock to the 
south, an Israeli soldier said it was 
“very good" to be out of Nab- 
atiyeh, but he was sure Lebanese 
militias would soon move in to att- 
ack the Israelis. 

"I hope we will be back in Israel 
soon," he said. 

The Shfite Muslim “Amal”' 
Movement has banned armed 
men from entering Nabatiyeh reg- 
ion of South Lebanon evacuated 
by Israeli forces. 

A statement issued Thursday 
night by Amahs southern branch 
said “intruders” should be sto- 
pped from entering the area for 
"fatal show-off operations" aga- 
inst the Israelis.

"We should not permit Israel to

The Amal statement said the 
lateat pullback was a "booby trap" 
that positioned Israeli troops 
along a horse-shoe shaped tine 
giving them "freedom to move 
and strike quickly ” 

It said resistance to the Israelis 
should be a "people’s war" con- 
tinning "until the enemy is beaten 
np to the international border." 
This appeared to mean resistance 
should be restricted to areas still 
held by Israel. 


CAIRO (R) — Israeli Minister 
Ezer Weizman will arrive here on 
Monday for talks on relations 
between Israel and Egypt, Foreign 
Ministry sources said Friday.

WASHINGTON (R) — Dissident 
factions in the Libyan militaiy 
have twice tried to kill Col. Mua- 
mmar Qadhafi in recent weeks but 
both plots were foiled and dozens 
of officers executed, the Was- 
hington Post said Friday. 

The Post, citing intelligence 
reports reaching the Reagan adm- 
inistration, said conservative off- 
icers tried to kill Col. Qadhafi 
early last month at a villa outside 
Tripoli 

The reports, which the Post said ' 
were considered reliable by adm- 
inistration officials, said as many 
as 15 officers may have been exe- 
at tecTiff* retaliation. -

At least 60 officers accused of 
conspiring in the plot were rep- 
orted to have been executed.

ALBUFEIRA, Portugal (R) —

He said 
this looked like the same ind- 
ividual who appeared in a pho- 
tograph shown to him. 


RABAT (R) — King Hassan of 
Morocco has named a new 30- 
member cabinet from centre-right 
majority members in parliament, 
retaining Prime Minister Moh- 
ammad Karim Lamrani and 19 
other ministers from his previous 
government, officials said. 

Most of the key cabinet mem- 
ben .were, unchanged, among

AMMAN — An international 
press delegation, currently in Jor-

head of the delegation, Mr. Mah- 
moud El-Said from the United 
Nations. 

He told the Jordan Times that* 
during their stay in Jordan, foe 
delegation is expected to meet 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Taber 
A1 Masri and Minister of Inf- 
ormation Mohammad AJ Khatib. 
Mr. El-Said also said that they will' 
visit the Jordan Valley as well as 
refugee camps in Jordan. 

The delegation which came to 
Jordan at the request of foe Uni- 
ted Nation's Palestine Dep- 
artment, Thursday met with foe 
under-secretary of the Ministry of 
Occupied Territories Affairs, Dr. 
Ahmad Qatanani, who spoke 
about the sufferings of the Pal- 
estinians following their dis- 
placement. 

He spoke about Israel's vio- 
lations of international laws, its 
settlement policies and the con- 
fiscation of Arab land to build set- 
tlements which he said now total 
198, of which 22 were built in the 


Jerusalem area.. 

Dr. Qatanani spoke about the 
health conditions of the Arab 
population under Israeli rule and 
Israel's measures to dose down 
the hospice hospital in Arab Jer- 
usalem. He also discussed the do- 
sure of schools and universities, 
the demolishing of Arab homes 
and the “iron-fist policy Israel 
adopts in its dealings with the 
Arab inhabitants." 

He also spoke about a policy 
adopted by the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency 
(UNRWA) to reduce services to 
the Palestinian refugees as a result 
of the agency’s budget defidt. He 
said that this constitutes a grave 
danger to the refugees and the 
Palestine problem in general. 

The delegation members asked 
several questions on issues con- 
cerning refugees and heard replies 
from Dr. Qatanani on the Pal- 
estine question and the condition 
of refugee camps in Palestine and 
Lebanon. 

The delegation members also 
met with Mr. AJcram Zu’aiter, 
chairman of the Royal Committee 
for Jerusalem Affairs, and the 
committee's secretary general. 
The delegation were briefed on 
Israel's practices in Jerusalem and 
its drive to obliterate the Arab and 
Islamic cultural character of the 
city.

.WHO experts, HealtkMimstry officials 
prepare report on medical cooperation

AMMAN — On Saturday officials 
from foe World Health Org- 
anisation (WHO) and the Min- 
istry of Health, who have been 
discussing past and future coo- 
peration between WHO and the 
Jordanian government, will pre- 
sent a comprehensive and detailed 
report to Minister of Health Zaid 
Hamzeh, according to Dr. Javid 
Ashiui, WHO consultant. 

Dr. Ashmi said that this mee- 
ting, which is usually repeated 
every two years, has been rev- 
iewing programmes for 1985-86 
and studying new health pro- 
grammes for 1986-87, “par- 
ticularly reviewing the imp- 
lementation of national strategies 
for an ‘Health for AIT dev- 
elopment of the health system 
based on Primary Health Care,” 
he told the Jordan Times. 

Dr. Esleman Kob’ain, director 
general of foe Primary Health 
Care Department at the Ministry 
of Health and head of the Ministiy 
of Health team which attended foe 
meeting, added that, besides exa- 
mining in details all these above 
mentioned factors, the par- 
ticipants at the meeting also dis- 
cussed the various facilitating fac- 


tors and constraints of such a pro- 
cess. 

“WHO collaborative activities 
during the two coming years”, he 
told foe Jordan Times, “will be 
directed at overcoming the ide- 
ntified constraints and facilitating 
foe development of an health sys- 
tem in Jordan based on a primary 
care approach.” 

He also explained that WHO is 
presently collaborating with foe 
Jordanian government in several 
areas such as immunisation, con- 
trol of communicable diseases, 
maternal and child health, man- 
power development and others. 

Budget discussions 

Dr. Ahmad Rafik R us tom. 
administrative officer for the 
Amman office of WHO added 
that, during this meeting, a budget 
for 1 986-87 was also estimated, to 
be finalised soon. The participants 
at the meeting also discussed foe 
methods which will be most sui- 
table in order to reach the est- 
ablished goals, reaching a sat- 
isfactory agreement on these. 

The meeting, which was held at 
foe WHO offices in Amman, was 
attended by WHO local officials, a 
national team of four senior Min- 
istry of Health officials, other att- 


endants from the Ministry of Hea- 
lth and a three memebr consulting 
team from foe WHO regional off- 
ice for the Eastern Mediterranean 
region, based in Alexandria. 

The team, composed of Dr. 
Rex Bellington and Dr. Rangi 
Shawdri and headed by Dr. 
Ashmi, arrived in Amman on 
April 6fo and left Thursday after 
visiting Minister of Health Zaid 
Hamzeh and foe undersecretary 
of the Ministry of Health. 

Dr. Ashmi said that several 
WHO meetings on the same 
theme are being held at this time 
in the other 23 countries of foe 
East Mediterranean region. This 
week, in fact, meetings are being 
held in Djibouti and Qatar as well, 
and Dr. AshmTs team has been 
and will be attending meetings in 
other countries. 

Dr. Ashmi said that the dis- 
cussions at the meeting have been 
very friendly and cordial, and eve- 
rything seems to indicate that foe 
cooperation between WHO and 
the government in Jordan will 
continue on the same positive 
basis as in the past. He also exp- 
ressed his team's satisfaction with 
the progress achieved so far in 
implementing WHO collaborative 
activities.

Prime minister stresses vital role of transport sector 


Rifai: Transport problems 

must be resolved for 
any economic progress

AMMAN (Petra) — Prime Minister Zaid AI Rifai 
Thursday emphasised the vital importance of the 
transport sector to the national economy and said 
that all constraints and negative elements will be 
removed to enable this sector to contribute eff- 
ectively towards the country’s progress. 


Speaking at a meeting with rep- 
resentatives of the transport sec- 
tor in Jordan, Mr. Rifai. said that 
the transport sector plays an imp- 
ortant role and is in tact one of foe 
most vital economic sectors as it is 
the largest sector in terms of vol- 
ume and operations. “We are not 
only talking about trades and veh- 
ides, but also about their relation 
to the economic concept and the 
transport industry,” the prime 
minister said at the meeting. 

Mr. Rifai said that the gov- 
ernment will immediately start to 
tackle all problems impeding the 
development of foe transport sec- 
tor and aim to find lasting sol- 
utions to these problems with a 
view to ensuring continued dev- 
elopment and progress. 

In this concern, the government 
wQl open more roads to facilitate 
the transportation of goods over 
land and will soon embark on 
opening a road to run parallel to 
foe Desert Highway to link Ma'an 
and Azraq, be said. This road is 
designed to shorten the journey by 
88 kilometres, the prime minister 
said. 

Mr. Rifai said that contacts are 
underway for opening another 
road between Sweimeh, in the 
Jordan Valley, and Aqaba in the 
south and added that the imp- 
lementation and construction of 
this road will be entrusted to pri- 
vate companies. 

Referring to the obstacles which 
the transport sector faces, esp- 
ecially at border posts, Mr. Rifai 
said that the government will 
immediately begin intensive con- 
tacts with neighbouring countries 
to overcome all these problems. 
He announced that a meeting 
which will group representatives 
of transit and transport sectors in 
Jordan, Syria and Lebanon will' 
soon be held to discuss this issue 
and that contacts will be made 
with Saudi Arabia for foe same 
purpose. 

Transport committee 

Mr. Rifai announced the for- 
mation of a committee rep- 
resenting the Ministries of Tra- 


nsport, Public Works and Interior 
and major transport companies in 
the country to study all the obs- 
tacles facing foe transport sector 
■ and to find effective measures to 
solve these issues. The prime min- 
ister also requested the committee 
to find a lasting solution to the 
axial weight issue. 

The prime minis ter also ann- 
ounced that Jordanians who own 
vehicles which are not registered 
in Jordan will be able to pay their 
customs duties on these vehicles 
by easy installments if they wish to 
have them registered in Jordan. 
Mr. Rifai added he has already 
instructed the customs authorities 1 
to follow the new system and to 
make arrangements for ref- 
rigerated trucks to be converted 
into trucks under specific con- 
.ditions to be agreed on through an 
'ad hoc committee. 

The government will be open .to 
any proposals for solving all out-: 
standing issues and facilitating fof 
tasks and the work of those inv- 
olved in the transport sector, Mr. 
Rifai said. 

The government wants all the 
concerned parties to reach con- 
vincing agreements which will be 
acceptable to all and does not 
want to find solutions to foe pro- 
blems of one sector at the expense 
of another, the prime minister 
added. 

Several representatives of the 
transport sector spoke during the 
meeting presenting the problems 
they face and submitting demands 
and requests to the government 

One of die speakers was Mr. 
Eid Al Fayez, director general of 
the Jordanian-Iraqi Land Tra- 
nsport Company, presented a bri- 
efing on the general transport sit- 
uation in Jordan and underlined 
foe sector’s importanec to' foe nat- 
ional economy. Mr. Fayez said 
that the investments in this sector 
amounted to JD 250 million last 
year, registering some 12 per cent 
of foe total investments in the 
country. 

Main problems 

Mr. Fayez said that the pro- 
blems of the transport sector rev- 


olve around the following issues,, 
axial weights, licensing of vehicles 
which bear Jordanian and non- 
Jordanian licence plates and foe. 
transport tariff for charges on 
loads and shipments. 

Mr. Fayez proposed that a' 
committee be set up to coordinate* 
matters between the transport sec- 
tor and foe concerned minis tries 
and to conduct research on the fix- 
ing of axial weights which could 
later be introduced as an ame- 
ndment to the land transport law. 

Another speaker was Mr. Sht- 
ewi Al Jam’ani, foe director gen- 
eral of a company which sup-, 
ervises land transport in Aqaba. 
He called on the government to 
reconsider foe axial weight system 
for trucks with a view to raising the 
weight limit and loads in order to 
help revitalise the transport sector 
and to end congestion and the 
accumulation of goods at Aqaba 
port. 

Representative of the 
Jordanian-Syrian Land Transport' 
Company, Mr. Bassam Qaqish,. 
presented foe meeting with com- 
plaints about the lack of mai-. 
□tenance on vehicles and reg- 
arding foe problems which truck 
owners face when moving across 
Arab borders. 

There then foDowed a general 
discussion on the transport sit- 
uation and the measures which 
should be adopted to improve foe 
sector. 

The meeting was attended by 
members of a ministerial com-' 
mittee entrusted with handling 
financial, economic and planning 
problems in addition to Minister 
of Transport Farin' Obeid, Min- 
ister of Public Works Mahmoud 
Al Hawamdeh, Minister of Inf- 
ormation Mohammad AJ Khatib 
and other senior officials as well as 
the deputy governor of the Cen- 
tral Bank ofJordan. 

After the meeting Mr. Fayez 
told the Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, that he appreciates the gov- 
ernment’s initiative on this matter 
and hopes that the meeting will be 
foe first step towards solving iss- 
ues plaguing foe transport sector 
in Jordan. 

The transport sector, he said, is 
one of the most important sectors 
in the national economy and all 
efforts should be made to ove- 
rcome the obstacles impeding its 
development. Mr. Fayez exp- 
ressed satisfaction at foe for- 
mation of an ad hoc committee 
which will handle the sector's pro- 
blems. 


Industrialists hold I development discussion

nected with industrial and com- 
mercial development in Jordan 
were discussed at a meeting held 
at the Ministry of Industry and 
Trade under the chairmanship of 
foe ministry’s under secretary. Dr.

Three important issues were 
taken up at the meeting which las- 
ted two hours. The first issue was 
connected with foe Jordanian- 
Egyptian trade protocol and Dr. 


Badran informed foe meeting of 
the details in foe protocol and its 
implementation as well as briefing 
the meeting on matters con- 
cerning the various involved par- 
lies such as importers, exporters 
and banks. The Egyptian Nasr 
Imports and Exports Company, 
he said, will be in charge of imp- 
lementing foe Egyptian side of foe 
agreement and foe Jordanian 
Trade Centres Corporation will 
represent the Jordanian side. 


Agreement has been reached 
that all articles of the agreement 
will be referred to the Jordanian 
Federation of Chambers of Trade.

Al Ra’i: Words to put into practice 


U.S. ENVOY Richard Murphy has embarked on a tour of the Middle 
East region that coincided with a statement by U.S. Secretary of Stated 
George Shultz to the Israeli Davar newspaper. In the statement., 
Shultz was quoted as saying that the Palestinian people should be! 
given their legitimate rights and these rights should be an essential! 
topic in any coming negotiations for peace. This call, which is dir-! 
ected towards Israel, should be translated into practice, and can take: 
the form of non-interference in the form of the Jordanian-Palestinian 
delegation to the future negotiations, because the U.S. has no right to[ 
impose terms on the Jordanians and the Palestinians. 

The U.S. can follow this by holding a dialogue with the 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation without any precondition about its 
members. If this comes about, we can say that there is some progress. 
Otherwise, Shultz's statement could only pave the way for Murphy’s' 
mission. 

If there is no sincerity in this statement, then Murphy's mission is : 
doomed. Shultz’s statement is worthy of interest and study but unless! 
it is backed by practice it will have no credibility in the Arab World. 


Al Dustour: No peace without PLO 


U .S. ASSISTANT Secretary of State Richard Murphy is due in Cairo! 
shortly at the start of his tour of the region which is aimed at exploring' 
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ordaman-Paiestinian Feb. 11 agreement prompted the Reagan! 
administration to send out Murphy to this region and embark on a 1 
new role to break the deadlock after many years of ineffective' 
missions. But regrettably, the United States is restricting Murphy 
and its own policies by imposing a pre-condition on the peace- 
making process. It is still adamant in its refusal to talk to the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO), which is the sole and legitimate 
representative of the Palestinian people. 

Washington is also seeking to bring about direct Arab- Israeli 
negotiations while continuing to adhere to its old policy of no rec- 
ognition of the PLO. and in this it is deceiving itself because no peace 
can be achieved without the PLO. If Murphy’s mission is only exp- 
loratory, then the PLO might be willing to meet with him to exchange 
views about the situation. 

If the U.S. is really interested in the establishment of peace in the 
Middle East, it should first give up its intransigent position and talk to 
the people who represent the Palestinians, the owners of the land that 
Israel now occupied . More procrastination on the part of W ashin gton, 
can only be described as a waste of time. 


Sawt Al Shaab: Healing transport 
weaknesses 


THE GOVERNMENT of Prime Minister Zaid Al Rifai has emb- 
arked on measures to solve problems facing the transport sector. This 
is a wise policy since this sector forms an essential element in the 
country's economy. This sector is important because Jordan forms a 
central focal point in the Arab World and a link between a number of 
Arab countries in the region., 

The transport sector should therefore be given due consideration 
in planning and development. This importance justifies the gov- 1 
erament's significant allocations for transport in the coming dev-, 
elopment scheme and reflects its concern to promote transport which ’ 
promotes the country's economy. This sector has of late been hit by 1 
setbacks due to the world economic recess but also due to a sta- 
gnation in the overland transport operations between Jordan and 
Iraq. This resulted in a slowing down of activities by the means of 
transport, causing so much concern to the truck-owners and the 
freezing of millions of dinars in the form of trucks which remained 
idle for so many months. 

Jordan now needs a national policy for reactivating the transport 
sector, which in turn can reactivates the national economy.

MADRID — Spain's une- 
mployment rate of 20 per cent is 
Europe's highest, but the Socialist 
government says a thriving und- 
erground economy and tight-knit 
family structures have drawn the 
sting from a potentially explosive 
situation. 

“The statistics are correct: We 
have 20 per cent registered une- 
mployed," ' Labour 1 1 Ministry 
Secretary^ GtftieraJ Alvaro Espina- 
told Reuters in an interview.’-- r - 

“But this is a far cry from saying 
2.6 milli on employable Spaniards 
are lacking a source of income." 

Unemployment benefits in 
Spain last just two years, and the 
percentage of young jobless far 
exceeds the national average in 
some -areas. But unofficial est- 
imates say more than half those 
who register in unempk^ment off- 
ices earn some form of income. 

“When you consider und- 
eremployed workers, housewives 
and working -age children living at 
home, you get a for less dramatic 
picture," Mr. Espina said. These 
categories accounted for about 65 
per cent of the total number reg- 
istered as unemployed. 

The Socialists can claim success 
on most economic fronts since 
they were elected to power in 
1982. but they admit their image 
has been tarnished by a failure to 
reduce unemployment They ple- 
] dged to create 800,000 new jobs 
in their four-year term. 

“We don’t pretend to be opt- 
imists in this ministry," Mr. Esp- 
ina said. “ Unemployment is going 
to remain high this year, but there, 
is a clear downward trend in. the 
rate of job losses." 

The increase in job losses was 
4.1 per cent in December 1982 
when the Socialists took office. 
This fell to 1.9 per cent a year later 
and stood at 0.5 per cent last Dec- 
ember. 

The Socialists deployed a 
hard-nosed austerity programme, 
slashing inflation in two years 
from 14.1 to nine per cent, turning 
a $4.1 -billion balance of payments 
deficit into a $2-biIhon surplus 
and cutting the state budget deficit 
to 4.8 from six per cent of g ro ss 
domestic product (GDP). . 

But the improvement in eco- 
nomic performance was achieved 
at the cost of a rise of one million 
in the nu mber of people registered 
as unemployed. 

“We couldn’t afford to take a 
shortsighted view of the pro- 
blem," Mr. Espina said. -“Eco- 
nomic growth was always con- 
sidered the domain of the right, 
while the left was supposed to 
concern itself only with social iss- 
ues. That no longer bolds water. 

‘‘I don’t want to point to any- 
one, but there are other gov-, 
emments in Europe whose strict . 
adherence to socialist economic 
policies left their party in a sha- 
mbles," he said in an implicit ref- ’ 
erence to neighbouring Fiance. 

The underground economy in 
Spain has helped keep the lid on 
social tensions which have at times 
nin high in areas affected by who- r - 
lesale closures in the shipbuilding' 
and steel industries. 

“Almost all construction work 
today is done through sub- 
contracting to unregistered wor- 
kers,’ 1 a Madrid construction 
company manager told Reuters. 


Socialist Premier Gonzales 


He said most contractors kept a 
skeleton staff on the payroll and: 
hired unemployed workers on a 
piecemeal basis. 

“The obvious benefit is the sav- 
ing cm soda! security which is equ- 
ivalent to 40. per cent of the sal- 
ary" he said. 

In the construction industry, the 
number of “self-employed" wor- 
kers has risen by 24 per cent over 
the past five years while the num- 
ber of salaried workers has dro- 
pped 30 per cent 

In labour-intensive sectors like 
textiles and footwear, firms dose 
and reopen overnight on an und- 
erground basis. They then pro- 
duce at lazge discounts, driving 
more firms underground. 

Mr. Espina blames tbe High 
unemployment on a lack of for- 
esight by right-wing dictator Fra- 
ncisco Franco, wfio died in 1975. 

“In the 1960s, when Spain out- 
stripped the rest of Europe with its 
seven per cent a year growth rate, 
little thought was given to Spain as 
a world trader of future member 


of tbe European Community," he 
said. 


Spain and Portugal are to join 
the community next Jan. 1. 

Coddled by almost four decades 
of protectionism and sceptical of 
Spain’s new democracy and fle- 
dgling market economy, Spanish 
businessmen have held back on 
new investments which would sti- 
mulate growth and create jobs. 

“We have now provided die 
framework -for investment, it is. 
now up to business to do its job,” 
Mr. Espina said. Eighty percent of 
Spanish workers are employed by 
tbe private sector. 

To encourage private inv- 
estment, the government last year 
talked its Socialist trade union arm 
into signing a two-year economic 
pact weighted in favour of bus- 
iness. 

The government is also offerin g 
incentives to encourage finm out" 
of the underground economy. 
These indude low-cost loans, soc- 
ial security , and tar exemptions, 
and more flexible labonr laws, Mr. ' 
Espina said. 

Hie rejected charges by tbe rig- 
htistopposition that the Socialists’ 
failure to stem unemployment had 

led to rising social alienation, with 
a big growth in crime and drug 
abuse. 

“I don ft know of any statistical 
system for ggiiatfog the rise in 
unemployment with these phe- 
nomena,” he said, adding: “This is 
not a pew problem. But a dem- 
ocracy is by definition more tol- 
erant than a dictatorship. Not long 
ago jobless workers were herded 
off the streets by tire police.”

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High hopes and great expectations from the new government

TWO WORDS can best des- 
cribe pcoples’s reactions to the 
formation of the new gov- 
ernment in Jordan: Hope and 
Expectation. There are several 
reasons behind these feelings, 
just as there are many reasons 
people are citing in their spe- 
culation on why Zaid Rifai was 
asked to form the government 
now.after over nine years out- 
side office. 

Regarding the latter point, 
some say he is to revive an eco- 
nomic situation in deep rec- 
ession. Others die Mr. Rifafs 
political skills and status as 
needed qualities in any peace 
efforts aimed at resolving the 
Arab -Israeli conflict. 

Whatever the case, it can be 
said that people in general feel 
they can breathe a little easier 
whhdiis government. There is 
optimism in the air. not only 
because of the above cited rea- 
sons hut also because of the 
feelings that Mr. Rifai is a rea- 
sonable, educated, open- 
minded man someone whose 


views would be reflected in the 
policies of his government. 

Indeed, the structure of the 
new government has signs that 
already add substance to this 
optimism. Among them: Seven 
of 23 ministers are members of 
parliament. This is a very hea- 
lthy sign, for it shows that the 
government is indeed serious 
about listening to the desires of 
the people. And while it can be 
argued that the present par- 
liament is not the 100 per cent 
true representative of the 
people (the last general ele- 
ctions were held IS years ago), 
it can also be argued that the 
concept of including so many 
parliamentarians -in the gov- 
ernment is by itself a positive 
step. One can expect In the fut- 
ure better understanding bet- 
ween parliament and the gov- 
ernment. 

The creation of a ministry for 
parliamentary affairs is ano- 
ther step in the evolution of our 
parliamentary process, and 
indicates that the new gov- 


ernment will take parliament 
more seriously. Such a min- 
istry should smooth out com- 
munication between gov- 
ernment and parliament. 

The new ministry of higher 
education is another con- 
structive step. Such a ministry 
will not only concern itself with 
supervising community col- 
leges and universities but also 
with devising a clearer higher 
education policy. The app- 
ointment of an able, open- 
minded intellectual as Dr. Nas- 
surddeen A1 Assad at its he Ini 
only adds to the optimism that 
the education policy wjU be 
property revised. 

- While these and other mea- 
sures continue to fill our hearts 
with hope, there are other con- 
cerns that people have, and 
expect this new government to 
take action on. 

Mr. Rifai was outside the 
government for nine years. 
During this time, he continued 
to be active publicly, voicing 
his opinions on domestic and 


international affairs, often in 
disagreement with earlier gov- 
ernments. He, and many of his 
colleagues who did the same 
inside or outside parliament, 
must have at times felt the fru- 
stration coming from a lack of 
full freedom of expression of 
thought. ■ 

Mr. Rifai probably app- 
reciates more than anyone else 
what it means to sustain a dem- 
ocratic dialogue between gov- 
ernment, parliament and peo- 
ple. He surely knows the imp- 
ortance of having a gov- 
ernment sensitive to the opi- 
nions of the general public. 

It is thus that we expect that 
under Mr. Rifai, the gov- 
ernment will adopt more lib- 
eral policies in the field of fre- 
edom of expression. The g host 
of censorship which looms over 
newspapers, threatening them 
with closure when they write 
anything contrary to official 
policy should be lifted. People 
should be allowed to voice 
their opinions freely through 


the mass media without being 
labelled as anti-patriotic. 

The mass media's primary 
objective should be to give inf- 
ormation to citizens as obj- 
ectively as possible. Mr. Rifai, 
on the other hand, does not 
need a daily empty praise for 
his government, neither from 
the state radio or TV, nor from 
the newspapers. 

We want our newspapers to 
be more analytic and objective 
in presenting news. We want to 
know exactly what goes on ins- 
ide parliamentary sessions, 
regardless of where members 
stand on the issues. We want to 
read candid articles in all local 
newspapers, and not only occ- 
asionally in this newspaper or 
any other. 

One could go on and on. but 
one can never overstate the 
importance of a free press, 
something Mr. Rifai surely 
knows does not exist at pre- 
sent. Hope has surfaced again 
that under this government, 
restrictions of all kinds will be 


relaxed. 

In other arenas, two par- 
ticular laws come to mind. 
These were taken against the 
clear will of the majority of the 
population. They are the edu- 
cation and passport laws. The 
first has introduced a con- 
troversial examination to be 
administered prior io the sec- 
ondary stage, and the second 
requires the approval of the 
General Intelligence Dep- 
artment before issuing pas- 
sports to citizens living aoroad. 

Without going into the det- 
ails of whether or not such laws 
serve the good of the country, 
the way they were passed, aga- 
inst massive popular opp- 
osition, left the impression that 
the government then acted ins- 
ensitively to 'the opinions of 
many. Laws as important as 
these, affecting society as a 
whole, should be given ample 
discussion time, particularly in 
parliament, before they are 
passed. Care should also be 
taken to incorporate, or at least 


take into consideration, opp- 
osing views. We do bope that 

the new government will take a 

second look at these and other 
controversial laws. 

One cannot expect miracles 
from this government. But 
there is a lot of work to be done 
on several fronts. What is nee- 
ded at the present stage is a 
feeling of trust, of confidence 
that the government has it wit- 
hin itself to improve things. I 
believe that feeling is already 
there. And while few doubt 
that the government will pur- 
sue more liberal economic pol- 
icies, it remains to be seen whe- 
ther it will also match those lib- 
eral policies in the equally 
important arena of citizens’ 
rights. 

Yes, we have high hopes for 
this government, but only bec- 
ause we also have great exp- 
ectations from it. Perhaps our 
greatest hope is that the future 
will not lower our present exp- 
ectations, or dampen our cur- 
rent spirits.

DALLAS (R) — A sluggish John McEnroe, the 
world’s top player, crashed to a straight-sets defeat 
Thursday night on a night of upsets in the World 
Championship Tennis finals tournament. 


McEnroe , i he defending cha- 
mpion and top seed, was stunned 
6-4, 7-6 (7-5), 6-3 by Sweden's 
Joakim Nystrom before a noisy 
Dallas crowd that had already 
seen Tim Mayotte of the United 
Slates oust fourth-ranked Mats 
Wilander of Sweden 6-3. 6-1. 7-6 
(7-4). 

Mayotte and Nystrom meet in 
one of Saturday's semi-finaJs. 
Second-seed Jimmy Connors 
plays fellow American Aaron Kri- 
ckstein and Czechoslovakia's 
third-ranked Ivan Lendl faces. 
Swedish teenager Stefan Edberg 
to decide the other semi-final pai- 
ring. 

McEnroe, the current U.S. 
Open and Wimbledom Cha- 
mpion. offered no’ excuses. 

“I just couldn't get going.” he 
said, “1 was a step slow all evening. 
It was like I had glue on my sne- 
akers.” 

McEnroe never managed to 
handle the quick serve of Lhe nim- 
ble Nystrom. his only break com- 
ing in the third set. To compound 
his problem, he committed an inc- 
redible 54 unforced errors and 
scored with only 50 per cent of his 
first serves. . 

By contrast. Nystrom had only 
16 unforced errors, made 76 per 
cent of his first serves and often 


left McEnroe flat-footed at the net 
with pin-point passing shots. 

Nystrom, who had won just six 
games in their only previous mee- 
ting. amassed that many here in 
the first set. which he won on one 
service break. 

Both players held their serve 
throughout the second set. McE- 
nroe wasting a chance to tie the 
match when he let three setpoints 
slip through his hands in the 10th 
game. 

McEnroe displayed his only real 
flash of temper when, trailing 5-6, 
he served an apparent ace which 
was nullified when a judge called a 


-foot fault. Apparently rattled, 
McEnroe gave the set away when 
he slapped a backhand shot bey- 
ond the baseline. 

During the intermission he hau- 
led off his shirt and slumped bar- 
echested in his chair. 

Nystrom showed no signs of let- 
ting up in the third set. gaining a 
quick break to move 2-0 ahead 
before losing his only service game 
of the night. 

The Swede restored his adv- 
antage to go 4-2 up when McE- 
nroe netted a backhand, then built 
up a 4CMove lead in Che ninth 
game. 

McEnroe's hopes of a third sue- ; 
cessive title disappeared when 
another backhand struck the net 
cord and bounced wide of the 
court.

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Youngsters to be banned from 4 
adult competition, ITF says 


PARIS (R) — Players under the 
age of 16 may be banned from 
competing in adult tournaments 
next year. International Tennis 
Federation (ITF) President Phi- 
lippe Chattier said Friday. 

“It is becoming too dangerous 
for the-young's physical and psy- 
chological health," said Cha trier 
after a two-day meeting of the ITF 
management committee. 

Chatrier said the proposal 
would be put to the ITF general 
assembly next July and was likely 
to be adopted. 

The ITF president said he knew 
of players, girls in particular, who 
join the professional circuit as 
early as 13 and are fed up with 
tennis or physically worn-out at 


Chatrier declined to give 
names, but Andrea Jaeger and 
Tracy Austin spring to mind as 
former teenage prodigies whose 
careers have been interrupted 
because of injury. 

Chatrier also said an ITF Davis 
Cup committee had ruled that 
umpires would be entitled to sus- 
pend a player for the remainder of 
a tie because of bad behaviour in 
future. 

At present, a substitute can rep- 
lace a suspended player. “This will 
no longer be the case," Chatrier 
said. “This measure will str- 
engthen the umpire’s authority.” 

Chatrier also said that all Davis 


Cup matches will scan no later 
than 16.00 local to avoid a late 
finish. 

Last month's first round tie 
between Paraguay and France in 
Asuncion ran long after midnight £ 
and was marred by violence and 
recrimination after the home 
team's 3-2 victory."

The Boston Athletic Ass- 
ociation did bow to the times this

Shultz calls for world plan to promote growth 


WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. secretary of state Mr. 
George Shultz called Thursday for an international 
action programme to bring sustained, non- 
injflatioMury world economic growth. 

speas for real growth before thty 
would support these difficult adj- 
ustments, he said. 

"Economic expansion, fuelled 

by increased investment and exp- 
orts, is the only way these oou- 


He said in a speech at Princeton 
University in New Jersey: “This 
programme of action calls for 
many hard decisions, but they are 
the right decisions. 1 ' 

He declared: “We stand on the 
threshold of what can be, if aQ 
governments meet their res- 
ponsibilities, a long period of glo- 
bal expansion and a new era of 
unprecedented prosperity.’* 

. To achieve this, he said, the 
United States must cut its federal 
deficit, Europe must remove obs- 
tacles to investment, Japan must' 
cat its trade surplus and dev- 
eloping countries must allow for- 
eign investment to expand their 
trade. 

Mr. Shultz said the obvious path 
to worldwide growth was the lib- 
eralisation of trade but countries 
would have to rectify basic fin- 
ancial imbalances to sustain int- 
ernational recovery. 

- He said the United States must 
cut its federal deficits, which might 
endanger U.S. economic rec- 
overy, and it should boost dom- 
estic savings to reduce reliance on 
foreign investment. 

He said the high level of dom- 
estic saving in Japan, on the other 
band, meant the Japanese bought 
too few of their own products, cre- 
ating the country's trade surplus 
which last year amounted to S44 
million. 

The pledge by Japanese Prime 
Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone to 
open Japanese markets to foreign 
investment was encouraging, he 
' added. 

Mr. Shultz said Japan must deal 
with its savings-investment imb- 
alance, possibly by encouraging 
more foreign and Japanese inv- 
estment. to correct its trade sur- 
pluses. 

West Europeans should reduce 
obstacles that stifled investment 
and sent it elsewhere, mainly the 
United States. 

Mr. Shultz said developing cou- 
ntries, particularly those heabiiy 
in debt, must stabilise their eco- 
nomies by cutting government 
spending, setting interest rates 
that encouraged domestic saving, 
expanding exports and inviting 
foreign investment.

British Trade Minister Paul 
Channon told reporters London 
strongly backed the move to curb 
mixed credits, which combine 
development aid with bank loans 
to subsidise commercial exports to 
developing nations. 

“The United Kingdom position 
is that we would like to get rid or 
mixed credits altogether," Mr. 
Channon told reporters. 

OECD officials said a drafting 
group are working on a com- 
promise that could satisfy the U.S. 
and Britain on one side and Fra- 
nce — the main user of mixed cre- 
dits — on the other. 

A confrontation between Paris 
and Washington over the use of 
mixed credits has soured U.S. 
trade relations with Europe for 
more than a year. 

France says mixed credits direct 
aid to sound development pro- 
jects. The U.S. says French aid 
funds are being used to drive U.S. 
exporters out of foreign markets. 

Delegates at the ministerial 


council said a

On the other hand, a split eme- 
rged in European Community 
(EC) ranks at a meeting of top 
Western ministers Thursday after 
a call by the bloc’s trade com- 
missioner for linked talks on trade 
and international monetary and 
financial problems. 

The rift came after a statement 
by Commissioner Willy De Clercq 
set three conditions for joining in a 
new round of world trade talks 
sought by the United States — inc- 
luding the holding of parallel neg- 
otiations on monetary and fin- 
ancial issues. 

But Dutch Finance Minister 
Ono Ruding told reporters Later 
that many of the 10 Community' 
member states disliked the idea of 
a formal link between monetary 
and trade talks. 

Mr. De Clercq said the Com- 
munity was in principle ready to 
agree to a new round of talks to 
reduce trade barriers. 

But its conditions for par- 
ticipation were that the talks sho- 
uld be credible, that there should 
be a solution to the problem of 
Japan’s huge trade surplus with 
the Community, and that there, 
should be “parallel efforts and 
parallel progress" in monetary 
and financial talks. 

British and West German off- 
icials also said Mr. De Clercq app- 
eared to have gone beyond the 
Community's position agreed at a 
meeting last month. 

Although all 10 members agr- 
eed that there was some linkage

between trade and monetary mat- 
ters “many will be shy to admit a 
formal link,” Mr. Ruding said. 

The Dutch minister, who chairs 
the International Monetary 
Fund's policymaking interim 
committee, also said he doubted 
whether that committee would 
accept afonnal link between trade 
and monetary measures. 

A number of countries have cal 
led for changes in the world mon- 
etary system to limit the wild flu- 
ctuations on currency markets 
caused by the volatile movement 
of investment and speculative 
funds. 

Mr. De Clercq said credibility 
required that the trade neg-- 
otiations should be on a well- 
defined agenda, agreed in advance 
with all participants, including 
newly industrialised and dev- 
eloping countries. 

It also required that und- 
ertakings to limit or roll back pro- 
tectionism, already agreed in pre- 
vious trade rounds, should be 
honoured, he said. 

Parallel monetary and financial 
talks could be carried out through 
the International Monetary Fund 
or the World Bank and should aim 
to stabilise the dollar and lower 
imeresi rates. Countries running 
massive budget deficits should 
bring them under control, he 
added in a clear reference to the 

u.s. 

OECD officials said Mr. De 
Clercq's statement gavelmportant 
backing to French demands for an 
international monetary reform 
conference, and was a setback for 
U.S. hopes that an early date be 
set for trade talks to start. 

Mr. De Clercq made dear the 
community regarded a date for the 
talks as secondary and would not 
be rushed into hasty agreements.

“The fact is trade talks will last a 
long time ... and the parallel talks 
also will not be finished in a few 
weeks,” he said. 

Mr. De Clercq said U.S. threats 
to launch bilateral talks outside 
the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT) in the absence 
of multilateral talks through the 
Geneva-based body could end-, 
anger the whole free trade system. 

“That could be the beginning of 
a jungle system which initially 
might benefit the strong but would 
end by hurting everybody,” the 
former Belgian finance minister 
said. 

U.S. Treasury Assistant Sec- 
retary David Mulford declined 
immediate comment on the 
Community position. 

Officials said the meeting ope- 
ned with a discussion of aid and 
debt problems in the developing 
world and looked at ways to com- 
pensate for a dramatic fall in 
commercial bank lending to deb- 
tor countries in Latin America, 
Asia and Africa. 

IMF forecasts indicated that net 
new commercial loans to the least 
developed countries were likely to 
fall to about $2 billion this year 
from S12 billion last year and S86 
billion in 1981, they said. 

Mr. Baker said IMF efforts to 
promote economic policy imp- 
rovements in developing countries 
had helped to maintain com- 
mercial bank lending to nations 
that were making adjustments. 
But the only long-term solution to 
debt and development problems 
was sustained growth in the debtor 
countries, he added. 

Genscher says West has 
not done enough

Hans-Dietrich Genscher told the 
OECD Thursday that Western, 
countries have not done as enough 
to alleviate world debt problems. 

While the debt situation for 
several East Asian and Latin 
American countries bad imp- 
roved, the situation in sub- 
Saharan Africa had vastly det- 
eriorated, Mr. Geoscher said. 

“A year ago we pledged here to 
bring about non-inflationary 
growth, to strengthen the mul- 
tilateral system of trade by eli- 
minating protectionism, and to 
secure a progressive expansion of 
our trading and financial relations 
with developing countries," he 
said. 

“We have achieved this goal 
only in part .... this is particularly 
regrettable since we all have a 
great interest in expanding mar- 
kets for our industries." he added. 

He said West Germany was anx- 
ious to see a new round of the 
GATT begin as soon as possible, 
and that he strongly supported the 
U.S. government's rejection of 
calls for import levies. 

“What are needed are efforts to 
push back protectionism,” he said. 

Import quotas and levies must 
be opposed: They ease the sit- 
uation of domestic industries only 
superficially.” • 

At a briefing for journalists, Mr. 
Genscher complained of the dif- 
ficulty experienced by European 
formers in exporting finished meat 
and dairy products to the United 
States. 

If meat and milk were produced 
in West Europe as the result of 
importing animal feed from the 
U.S., he said, it was only logical to 
demand that the American mar- 
ket be open to the resulting fin- 
ish*! products. 


Dollar may be heading -downwards 


LONDON (R) — The dollar put 
in another lacklustre performance 
on the world’s foreign exchanges 
Friday, with technical support fai- 
ling to quell worries about the abi- 
lity of the U.S. economy to con- 
tinue rapid growth. 

After dropping sharply Thu- 
rsday and foiling further in Asia, 
the American currency made up a 
little ground in Europe as dealers 
balanced their books ahead of the 
weekend. 

Friday’s Frankfurt fix of 3.0640 
marks was still more than 3 Vi pfe- 
nnigs below Thursday’s level, 
however, and most dealers believe 
the dollar is still heading dow- 
nwards. 

“The U.S. economy is stowing 
down,” Mr. Anthony Ngai of 


Chemical Bank in Hong Kong told 
Reuters, pointing to Thursday's 
announcement of the biggest drop 
in U.S. retail sales for more than 
seven years. “Basically, sentiment 
is bearish towards the dollar,” he 
added. 

The weakness of the dollar aga- 
inst newly resurgent sterling pro- 
mpted two of Britain’s four major 
banks — Midland and Barclays — 
to cut their base lending rates to 
12% per cent from 13% per cent. 
However, National Westminster 
and Lloyds were still charging 13 
per cent. 

News of the cuts sent the pound 
below SI. 25 briefly, but the Bri- 
tish currency soon recovered to 
$1.2535 by midday, up just over 
half a cent on Thursday night’s 


dose. 

British monetary authorities are 
anxious not to see interest rates in 
London fail too fast for fear of 
predpitating another crisis of con- 
fidence in sterling. 

But the National Westminster's 
chief economist, Mr. David Kern, 
forecast in the bank’s economic 
and finandal outlook published 
Friday that British interest rates 
should fall to around 10 percent in 
the final months of the year. 

The announcement Thursday 
that U.S. retail sales fell by 1.9 per 
cent last month and remarks from 
a senior government official that 
the U.S. might now find four per 
cent growth hard to attain this 
year are weighing heavily on the 
dollar. 


These factors, combined with 
problems in certain sectors of the 
US. banking industry, make it 
unlikely that the American ban- 
king authorities will feel able to 
raise US. interest rates. 

The dollar has fallen sharply 
since the end of February from a 
13 -year peak against the mark, 
but many observers — including 
U.S . secretary of state Mr. George 
Shultz Thursday — have said they 
believe it still to be overvalued. 

Mr. Robert Stovall, senior 
vice-president of the U.S. sec- 
urities firm Dean Witter Rey- 
nolds, told share analysts in Fra- 
nkfurt Thursday that he expected 
the dollar to stabilise at around 
three marks and at $1.45 against 
sterling.

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Abu Dhabi to continue 
borrowing from local banks 

ABU DHABI (R) — A senior 
United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
finance official said in an interview 
published Thursday the emirate of 
Abu Dhabi would continue to 
borrow from local banks to fin- 
ance expected budget deficits in 
the next two years. 

Abu Dhabi, the largest of seven 
emirates making up the UAE, 
borrowed 1-5 million dirhams 
($407,600) from the National 
Bank of Abu Dhabi (NBAD) to 
finance its 1984 deficit. 

The emirate projected exp- 
enditures last year at 21 .72 billion 
.dirhams ($5.9 billion) and rev- 
enues at 20.2 billion ($5.48 bil- 
lion). 

“The government will borrow 


from the local market especially 
the NBAD to correct the deficit," 
Abu Dhabi finance department 
chairman Mr. Mohammad Hab- 
roush told the semi-official papaer 
A1 Ittihad. 

Mr. Habnoush said he expected 
the UAE to offset the 1984, S5 
and 86 budget deficits “by imp- 
roving productivity 

Mr. Habroush said high dollar 
interest rates had caused an out- 
flow of cash but said the gov- 
ernment would not impose any 
restrictions in investors. 

Statistics issued by the central 
bank said about 20 billion dirhams 
($5.43 billion) were sent abroad in 
1984 compared with around 10 
billion ($2.7 billion) in 1983.

Mr. Gorbachev to a meeting, said 
the summit would be an “opp- 
ortunity to clear the air and exp- 
ress our desire to have a rel- 
ationship that would eliminate this 
great (nuclear) threat that seems 
to hang over the world." 

He said such a meeting was unl- 
ikely to bring about a “turning 
point" in relations between the 
superpowers. 

“1 can't see that... there would 


be a great change of direction” 
because of Mr. Gorbachev's lea- 
dership, he said. 

The U.5. president said any 
major change in Moscow’s foreign 
policy would only be possible thr- 
ough a collective decision by the 
Soviet Union's top leaders in the 
politburo. 

Meanwhile. Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger said Thursday 
the Soviet Union may be pre- 
paring to violate a 1972 anti- 
ballistic missile treaty and the U.S. 
Star Wars defence is essential for 
Western security. 

In a speech prepared for the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, Mr. Weinberger said the 
Soviet Union is spending far more 
than the United States on laser 
and other high technology res- 
earch to destroy incoming mis- 
siles. 

“These activities seriously sug- 
gest that even now the Soviet 
Union may be preparing to break 
out of the ABM ( ami-ball istic 
missile) treaty by establishing an 
ABM defence of its national ter- 


ritory," he said. 

The 1972 treaty restricted dep- 
loyment of anti-ballistic missile 
defences. 

Mr. Weinberger said that while 
the Soviet Union was condemning 
President Reagan's Star Wars 
proposal as “destabilising", it was 
working simultaneously on its own 
missile defence system. 

Mr. Reagan has asked Congress 
for $3.7 billion for research for 
Star Wars. 

“Indifference on our part in the 
face of these ongoing Soviet str- 
ategic defence activities would in 
all likelihood be far more des- 
tabilising and far more thr- 
eatening to Western security int- 
erests than our present research," 
Mr. Weinberger said. 

He said U.S. Star Wars res- 
earch must continue as a hedge 
against Soviet deployment of str- 
ategic defences — “a dev- 
elopment which could seriously 
undermine the essential East- 
West military balance which has 
kept the peace.”

Albania mourns death of Hoxha

SANTA BARBARA. California 
( AP) — President Reagan says he 
is consolidating seven white 
House policy-making councils 
into two cabinet-level agencies 
dealing with economic matters 
and domestic policy affairs. 

The president will be chairman 
of both panels, but in his absence 
they will be headed by two of his 
former top White House lieu- 
tenants. Treasury Secretary James 
A. Baker ill and Attorney Gen- 
eral Edwin Mease III. 

The restructuring reflects the 
management style of Donald T. 
Regan, the new White House 
chief of staff. Deputy Press Sec- 
retary Larry Speakes said Thu- 
rsday. 


VIENNA (R) — Albania is mou- 
rning its leader Enver Hoxha. who 
died" Thursday after steering the 
secretive Balkan state through 
four decades of Stalinism and rifts 
with Moscow and Peking. 

Flags flew at half mast in central 
Tirana's Skanderbeg Piazza, 
where the funeral for the longest- 
serving leader of the Communist 
World" will take place on Monday. 

President Ramiz Alia has been 
named as head of a funeral com- 
mission, indicating that he may 
soon succeed Mr. Hoxha as Com- 
munist Party leader. 

A week of mourning was dec- 
lared for Mr. Hoxha, who died of 
heart failure at the age of 76. His 
body will lie in state at the Hall of 
the Praesidium of the National 
People's Assembly from Friday. 

The official communique ann- 
ouncing his death hailed him as 


“the greatest historical figure of 
out people" and analysts of Alb- 
anian affairs said his passing 
would have shocked the country's 
2.7 million people. 

Mr. Hoxha had ruled Albania 
since 1944. when he emerged as ■ 
leader of wartime resistance aga- 
inst German and Italian occ- 
upation. He led Albania through 
friendships first with the Soviet 
Union and then with China but 
broke with both. 

The Soviet Communist Party 
has sent a message of condolence 
to Albania on the death of Mr. 
Hoxha. 

The brief message, published on 
the front page of the official new- 
spaper Pravda Friday, was add- 
ressed to the Albanian Com- 
munist Party and said the Soviet 
Party Central Committee exp- 
ressed “deep sympathy”.

Ortega lambasts Reagan 


MANAGUA (R) — President 
Daniel Ortega has told world lea- 
ders that a proposal by President 
Reagan to end Nicaragua’s gue- 
rrilla war admits U.S. involvement 
and is based on the law of the jun-' 
Sle- 

Mr. Ortega said in a letter to 
heads of state in Latin America 
and Western Europe that the pro- 
posal last week constituted dic- 
tatorial interference la the affairs 
of a sovereign state. 

The letter, made available to 
reporters Thursday night, said the 
proposal was a recognition that 
Washington “is carrying out a war 
against Nicaragua through a raer- 
'cenary army it organised". 

“To accept this ultimatum 
would be nothing else than to acc- 
ept the law of the jungle in int- 
ernational relations.'* Mr. Ortega 
added. 

In an apparent attempt to win 
congressional approval for $14 
million in aid to Nicaraguan reb- 
els, Mr. Reagan told Managua's 
Sandinist government that U.S. 
aid for the rebels would Dot be 


used for arms on condition that 
the Sandinists started peace talks 
with opponents. 

Washington has already pro- 
vided some $80 million in arms to 
the rebels, known as Contras, but 
Congress cut off aid last year. 

Mr. Ortega said the United Sta- 
tes had tried to win support for his 
proposal from the Contadora 
Group — Mexico, Panama. Ven- 
ezuela and Colombia — now hol- 
ding a two-day meeting with Cen- 
tral American officials in Panama 
City. 

“Nicaragua is confident that the 
member of the Contadora Group 
will maintain the principles on 
which the peace initiative is 
based,'* Mr. Ortega said. 

In Tegucigalpa, former U.S. 
Ambassador to the United Nat- 
ions Jeane Kirkpatrick said during 
a visit that the proposal rep- 
resented efforts by Mr. Reagan to 
' find a peaceful solution to the civil 
war in Nicaragua. 

Mrs. Kirkpatrick told a news 
conference LT.S. support. for the 


proposal

A U.S.-born bishop serving in 
Nicaragua said Thursday night 
armed men whom he presumed to 
be right-wing rebels slightly wou- 
nded him and his driver when they 
ambushed his car in the northern 
province of Malaga! apa.

For this 
reason I presumed they were Cor> 
tras (rebels),” he saia. 



S. Arabia, Bahrain

BAHRAIN (R) — Saudi Arabia 
and Bahrain were physically lin- 
ked for the first time as the last 
concrete section of a multi-million 
dollar causeway across pan of the 
Gulf was lowered in place, Bah- 
rain’s official Gulf News Agency 
reported. The 25-kiJometre cau- 
seway is due to be completed and 
formally opened by the end of the 
year. Construction is being carried 
out by the Dutch group Ballast 
Nedaru under a contract worth 
5546 million. The causeway links 
the north-west coast of the mam 
Bahrain island near the town of 
i Jesra with a triangle of towns in 
Saudi Arabia’s eastern province. 

Nepal to set clocks 
ahead by 5 minutes 

KATHMANDU (R) — Nepal 
was expected to set its clocks for- 
ward by five minutes at midnight 
Friday night, the government said. 
The adjustment, making Nepal, 
standard time five hours and 45 
minutes ahead of Greenwich 
Mean Time, takes effect at the 
start of the Nepalese New Year. 
Officials said the change would 
make it easier to calculate int- 
ernational time periods.

Professor Bj am e Serab, head of 
the team which implanted the 
U.S.-designed heart at Sto- 
ckholm’s Karolinska Hospital, 
told reporters there had been no 
complications and the patient was 
in such good condition that he 
could probably have walked Thu- 
rsday. 

“We are going to test the heart's 
portable drive unit but we will 
keep the patient in intensive care 
for the moment.” Prof. Semb said. 


“The next step will be to have him 
move around.” 

The hospital , still refuses to 
name the patient in accordance 
with his wishes but a Stockholm 
lawyer has identified him as Leif 
Stenberg. 52. a businessman who 
faces criminal charges for tax eva- 
sion. 

Stenberg' s heart, known as the 
Jarvik-7, has been operated by a 
stationary air compressor since it 
was implanted. The portable unit, 
which is the size of a camera bag. 
wdl enable him to move around. 

Prof. Serab said the recipient 
was showing better progress than 
many patients recovering from 
normal heart sufgery, partly due 
to his enormous will to live. 


Taiwanese admiral admits 
error in killing writer 


TAIPET (R) — Taiwan's military 
intelligence chief admitted Friday 
that he made a big mistake when 
he failed to report to his superiors 
on the murder of a dissident writer 
In California last year. 

Vice-Admiral Wang Hsi-Ling. 
charged with the murder of Henry 
Liu. told a military tribunal he did 
not order the killing of the writer 
last October. 

He said Chen Chi-Li. a Tai- 
wanese gang leader, told him a 
week after the murder that Liu 
was killed by his gang members. 
Adm. Wang said the did not rep- 
ort this to his superiors in the Def- 
ence Ministry. 

“My biggest mistake is failing to 


report to my superiors after 1 lea- 
rned that Liu was killed by Chen's 
gang members," Adm. Wang said.. 

Chen testified Iasi week at die 
same tribunal that he was ordered 
by Adm. Wang to kill Mr. Liu, 
whom he described as a traitor and 
triple-agent working for Peking. 
Taipei and Washington. 

Adm. Wang has denied ord- 
ering the murder although he 
admitted telling the gangster to 
teach Mr. Liu, a stem critic of 
Taiwan, a lesson. 

I know it was very wrong to use 
gangsters in our mainland ope- 
rations. I never thought that 
would set up this trap to get me 
involved in the murder," he said. 


Thatcher 
commmissions 
Sri Lankan 
dam amid 
security 

KANDY, Sri Lanka (R) — British 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher. heavily guarded against 
Tamil guerrillas. Friday 'com- 
missioned a $200 million dam pro- 
ject, Britain's biggest single ove- 
rseas aid scheme. 

Authorities stepped up security 
for Mrs. Thatcher's visit after two 
attacks by Tamil guerrillas in the 
last 48 hours claimed 25 lives, 
according to government figures. 

Mrs. Thatcher, on a six-nation 
Asian tour, flew by helicopter 
from Colombo over jungle-clad 
hills to the Victoria Dam on the 
Mahaweli River outside Kandy in 
central Sri Lanka and the ina- 
uguration ceremony passed off 
without trouble. 

Her government contributed 
$140 million for the huge arched 
concrete dam and hydro-power 
station which will irrigate an extra 
112,000 acres (45,000 hectares) 
of land and generate one-third of 
Sri Lanka's electricity needs. 

A consortium of British con- 
tractors built the dam on the side 
of one built 2,000 years ago when 
an ancient civilisation first started 
irrigation. 

The new dam rises 122 metres 
above the riverbed, higher than 
the dome of SL Paul's cathedral in 
London. 

Mrs. Thatcher hailed the ina- 
uguration as an historic moment in 
Sri Lanka’s development and told 
President Jayewardene: "Tog- 
ether we have created this mighty 
work, which will stand for decades 
as a sure sign of what friendship 
and cooperation can achieve.”

Twelve per cent of the 1,506 
adults interviewed in a national 
poll taken March 21-25 inc- 
orrectly said the United States 
supported North Vietnam.

A Companion Pou was taken 
March 15-24 of 1,249 Vietnam- 
era veterans who served on active 
duty between August 1964 and 
June 1975, shortly after the war 
ended with the takeover of Saigon 
by the Communists. Saigon is now 
called Ho Chi Minh City. 

Of the veterans sampled in the 
poll, two-thirds served in Vietnam 
or in the Vietnam theatre of ope- 
rations.

War was about."

The treaty, which has already 
been approved by the Argentine 
parliament, was drawn up after 


five years of negotiations at the 
Vatican following a * mediation 
offer by Pope John Paul which

It confirms Chilean sovereignty 
over three small islands at the 
mouth of the Beagle Channel at 
the southern tip of the continent, 
but large areas of sea claimed by 
Chfle go to Argentina. 


Overturning of Spanish abortion law sparks row 


MADRID (R) — Spain's con- 
stitutional tribunal has ruled that a 
1983 law legalising abortion in 
specific cases is unconstitutional, 
sparking a bitter political row. 

The ruling Socialist Party rea- 
cted angrily to Thursday's dec- 
ision but government officials 
expressed confidence that the law 
could be revised to meet con- 
stitutional requirements. 

The court ruled that die 1983 
law, which permitted abortion in 
cases of rape, danger to the mot- 
her’s life and foetus malformation, 
did not adequately protect “the 
right to life and to physical and' 
moral integrity" guaranteed 
under the constitution of Spain, a 
predominantly Roman Githolic 
country. 

Il said abortion itself was not 
unconstitutional but that the cur-, 
rent law did not conform to the 
constitution. 

A government spokesman told 
Reuters that a revised law would 


be submitted very soon. 

justice Minister Fernando Led- 
esma told reporters: "Abortion 
because of rape is perfectly con- 
stitutional. The only thing which 
the tribunal demands is a series of 
guarantees which meet the con- 
stitutional requirements." 

He said the law would be con-' 
'^titutional if it stipulated that in 
the case of foetus malformation 
abortion was carried out in an aut- 
horised public or private health 
centre and if- danger to the mot- 
bet's life was determined by more 
.than one doctor. 

The- announcement of the court 
decision drew cheere from pro-life 
groups and the rightist Popular 
.-Alliance (AP) Party, which cha- 
llenged the law more than a year 
ago. 

"It is an historic sentence. We 
owe thanks to the court," said AP 
spokesman Jose Maria Ruiz Gal- 
lardon. •
